in our system. Personally, it is 
difficult to make a comparison 
with what we are doing In each 
of our buildings and departments 
The West Ward, with an en­ 
rollment of 374 and a teaching 
faculty of 8. is laying good foun­ 
dation for the work ahead with 
the largest classroom enrollment 
th at I have ever seen in a system 
We have some sooms with 43 and 
44 students and one with 62. Yet. 
three years ago there were 
5 
teachers with a very small en­ 
rollment. At the same time, in 
the Gram mar School we have a 
faculty of seven full time teachers 
and Miss King for half time with 
a very heavy enrollment in the 
Grades 5. 6. 7 and one division of 
a Low 8th group. The teachers in 
the Orammar School have their 
work well in hand, and with the 
Improved schedule with forty m in­ 
ute periods they are doing high 
class work in every departm ent 
Some of our most competent and 
experienced teachers in our sys­ 
tem are in the O ram m ar School. 
In the High School we have 
our faculty of 12 teachers and an 
enrollment of 316. In this building 
we have the hour periods for all 
classes. This has proved very sat­ 
isfactory since it gives students 
and teachers ample time to do a 
good piece of work each day.
